Phillips and Doyal Fought While on 
Duty—West Charges Theft to 
O’Quinn—Chief Thinks Ter- 
rell Should Have Discov- 
ered Big Burglary. 
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Officer C. R. O’Quinn, sus- 
pended of report of Officer 
West. 
Officer John Terrell, suspend- 
ed for failing to discover and 
report burglary under White- 
hall street viaduct. 
Officer Phillips, suspended 
for fighting while on duty. 
Officer Doyal, suspended for 
fighting while on duty. 
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Sensations developed with remarkable 
fapidity in the Atlanta police department 
yesterday, and Chief John Ball handled 
@ach situation in such a firm manner 
that four officers are on the suspension 
list, oné of them for an indefinite period. 

Chief Ball had scarcely reached his of- 
fice yesterday morning when Officer West 
made a report against Officer C. R. 
O’Quinn, charging that he had taken ci- 
gars from the Jenkins pharmacy, at 244 
Houston street, while on guard. The 
door to the store had been found open 
by West and O’Quinn and O’Quinn was 
Jeft on guard while West went in search 
of the proprietor. It is charged by West 
that when he returned he discovered 
O’Quinn taking cirgars from the cigar 
stand in the store. He felt it his duty 
to report the matter to Chief Ball, de. 
gpite the fact that the charges were 
against his partner. 

Chief Ball gave the matter a thorough 
investigation and as a result suspended 
O’Quinn for an indefinite pertod. O’Quinn 
has been advised to resign. It seems like. 
ly, however, that the matter wil, go be 
fore the police board. 

Terrell is Suspended. 

Chief Ball then took up the matter ot 
the double burglary on Whitehall street | 
under the viaduct. He visited the place, | 
heard reports from patrolmen and offi- 
cers and then suspended Officer Terre}! 
for ten days. The suspension was pased 
upon the belief by Chief Ball that Ter- 
fell should have reached the door that 
was broken open by the burglars. The 
chief's inspection of the place convinced 
him that the officer could have reached 
the door as easily as did the burglar. 

Officer Terrell stated that he visited 
the doors beneath the viaduct several 
times during the night, but could not 
yeach the door that was proken by | 
burglars, owing to the fact that boxes 
and rubbish was pfled in front of It. 

Chief Ball is determined to break up 
the bold and wholesale burglaries that 
have been in progress in Atlanta. and 
has put the members of his department 
on their mettle. 

Officers on Duty Fight. 

Officers Phillips and Doyal appeared at 
headquarters shortly after | o'clock, each 
under arrest of the other, and told a 
gad story of how they had disputed and 
fought. Officer Doyal showed the ef- 
fects wf the encounter, his face being 
bloody. 

Chief Ball immediately suspended pow 
men for fighting while on duty and or- 
dered them to appear before the recorder 
for trial for disorderly conduct.

In Ante-Mortem Statement Wounded 
Man Admits Charge, But Claims |

Prosecuted.

which is the result of an insult offered | 
by Videtto to Mrs. Chapman this morn- 
ing.

It is certain that 
Videtto went to the Chapman home.

work and made improper advances to the | 
pretty young matron of not more than, 
twenty-one years of age. | 

She told her husband of the episode | 
and in an altercation that followed 1n | 
the store of the wounded man tonight} 
the shooting took place. 


Viaetto Makes Admissions. 

In an ante-mortem statement made at 
the hospital tonight, Videtto admits hav- 
ing gone to the home of Mrs, Chapman 
and made the proposals alleged. He 
says, howeyer, that he did it on account 
of loving messages brought him by Mrs. 
Chapman's servant and which the ser- 
vant said were sent by Mrs. Chapman. 

He said the appointment for him to 
call was made by this servant. He ad- 
mits that when he called Mrs. Chapman 
repelled him indignantly and denied that 
she had ever sent any messages, Hv 
then apologized and begged her to say 
nothing to her husband. 

Chapman says that he was summoned 
to his father tn law's house from his work 
this morning and found his wife there 
very hysterical. She told him wnat had 
eccurred and her statement coincides 
with that of Videtto, except that Mrs. 
Chapman claims that she faced Videtto 
and the servant and that the servant 
denieq absolutely ever having given Vi- 
detto any message. 

The servant substantiates the state- 
ment of Mrs. Chapman as to the meet- 
ing.

Chapman says he consulted with his 
relatives and tonight went to Videtto’s 
store to horsewhip him. Videtto admit- 
ted what he hag done and offered full 
and complete apology, but Chapman in- 
sisted on the horsewhip.

Reports Received in Tokio Tell of

Tokio, October 14.—3:30 p. m.—A re- 
port from the battle field jast night cov- 
ering the progress of the fighting since 
the last report is as follows: 

The right column of the right army 
was facing a strong force of the enemy 
at Chaossienlin, but after the arrival of 
reinforcements our progress there im- 
proved. 
| The center column of the right army 
'i8 now attacking a strong body of the 
enemy. The right wing of the left col- 
umn of the right army, after a desper- 
ate battle, occupied the northern height 
of Shaotaku, the key of the enemy’s 
position. 

Th attacking movement of the center 
army is proceeding satisfactorily. The 
forces have occupied the heights north 
of Huchiakuchiatsu and Manchulfun. 

The center. column of the left army {fs 
now attacking Shahopo. The right col- 
umn of the same army is attacking 
Huanghuatien. After sunset part of the 
right wing of the left column attacked 
Liuchenpo and another part occupied 
Wanchiayuatzu.

The petitioner claims that the pro- 
posed election to decide whether or not 
the city shall issue $17§,000 worth of 
bonds is illegal because the constitution 
of Georgia states that the bonded In- 
debtedness of this city cannot exceed 7 
per cent of the assessed value of all 
taxable property. The petition avers 
that, owing to extravagant misappro- 
priations to other purposes than the cur- 
rent expenses of the city 
the bonded indebtedness of Macon is far 
in excess of the percentage of taxable 
property stipulated by the state consti- 
tution. It further avers that in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000 worth of tax- 
able property is annually exempted from 
taxation,

Wages and Living Expenses. 


The democratic campaign book 
completely riddles the preposterous 
Statistics of Carroll D. Wright in- 
tended to show, for campaign effect, 
that the increase of wages since 1897 
has exceeded the increase in the cost 
of living. The democratic campaign 
book does not deal in vague general- 
ities and impossible percentage de- 
ductions. It does not accept a few 
isolated instances of a sharp advance 
in wages as bearing materially on 
the general proposition, nor does it 
seriously consider the reduced price of 
nutmegs as of great moment in in- 
fluencing the cost of living. It takes 
the wages of railroad employees as 
the fairest possible criterion in con 
Sidering the few- instances in which 
wages have really advanced and pro- 
ceeds to analyze the relation of the 
increase to the cost of living. Tables 
are given from 1892 to 1903, based 
on the reports of the interstate com- 
merce commission. g 

According to the last report- of the 
commission the number of employees 
in the railroad business was 1,312.. 
037, which, remarkably enough, is a 
larger number by seven times than 
that given in the report of the bureau 
of labor. In giving these figures the 
employees are classified, the averag2 
daily compensation being given by 
years for each viass. In the case 27f 
general officers there has been a large 
Salary increase. For station agents 
the average daily compensation in 
1892 was $1.82; in 1897, $1.73: in 
1903, $1.67. For conductors there was 
an increase from $3.08 in 1892 to $3.38 
in 1903. The greatest increase in any 


except for general officers, was 14 per 
cent., which would still fall short of 
the percentage increase in the cost 
of living. 

By taking the total annual wages 
paid railroad employees and. dividing 
them by the number of employees 
at the end of the year, railroad wages 
in 1903 are found to have increased 
but 2 per cent. over 1897. By dividing 
by the average number of employees 
the increase is 7 per cent. With the 
most liberal possible construction, the 
increase of railroad wages is less than 
half the conceded increase in the cost 
of living. 

So much for a high class of skillea 
labor, always comparatively well paid. 
The great bulk of labor is not skilled 
and it is the army of common labor- 
ers who have been most disastrously 
affected by the sharp increase in the 
cost of living while their wages re- 
mained stationary. Abstractly, the 
question is not an open one at all, 
and the wonder is the _ republican 
managers have the effrontery to pre- 
tend to discuss the issue on a statis- 
tical basis. 

It is adding nothing to the reputa- 
tion of the census department of the 
labor bureau to distort the truth of 
things, as it has been distorted by the 
figure-juggling of Commissioner 
Wright.

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Seizing Mails in War. 


It is said the new postmaster gen- 
eral is preparing to formally lay com- 
plaint before the secretary of state 
because of the seizure by the Rus- 
sians of United States mail aboard 
the steamship Calchas, the captured 
Pacific liner still tied up at Vladivos- 
tok without apparent valid cause. 

Secretary Hay won his point in the 
diplomatic passage with St. Peters- 
burg concerning certain fundamental 
principles in the international law of 
contraband, and he will have in the 
mail seizure incident an opportunity 
to establish another point on which 
there would seem to be even less 
doubt. Indeed, the right of Russia to 
seize mails in a search for contraband 
of war is held by the best authorities 
on international law to not be an 
open question at all. No belligerent 
power has such a right on the high 
seas. 

According to the owners of the Cal- 
chas there is no charge that she 
really carried contraband. She clear- 
ed from Tacoma, Yokahama bound, 
last July, and ran into the Vladivos- 
tok cruiser squadron almost within 
sight of her destination. After the 
Calchas had been searched from stem 
to stern and her mail bags rifled, shé 
was put in charge of a prize crew and 
run into Viadivostok. The captors at- 
tempted to justify their high-handed 
procedure by claiming that in her 
mail the Calchas carried some regis- 
tered letters addressed to Japanese 
officials and conveying financial in- 
formation. 

Had the Calchas had contraband on 
board, which is strenuously denied by 
her owners, that would not have af- 
fected the case so far as the immu- 
nity of mails from capture is concern- 
ed. The international postal treaty 
requires that mails on a vessel cap-

Southern Influences in the Indus- 
trial Revival. 

Editor Constitution: From every quar- 
ter comes the welcome news of returning 
confidence, of renewed activity, of strike 
settlements, of remunerative prices and 
other signs that make the heart glad. 

The students of past periods of depres- 
Sion know that there never was any justi- 
fication for the stagnation of the past 
twelve months; that it was solely due to 
the stock gambler. 

The contrast with such years as 1837, 
1857 and !893 is most impressive. The ex- 
istant causes then were deeper and more 
dangerous. Farmers got nothing for their 
produce; factories were closed; labor idle; 
the balance of trade against us; railroads 
in bankruptcy, and dire want was appar- 
ent on every hand. Today the farmer is 
well paid for al] he handles, whether it 
comes out of the ground; feeds on it, or 
flys over it. From an egg to a bale of cot- 
ton every item of country produce is in 
active demand at home and abroad. The 
last cotton crop netted $667,000,000 and 
with other southern harvests made the 
farmer better off than he has been for 
years, so he went to work to duplicate 
that record as far as possible with a fair 
prospect of success. The influence of this’ 
condition is well known and financial eyes 
are upon us. In every southern state fac- 
tories of all kinds are getting down to 
hard wofk, feeling confident that the 
world needs all they can make, and will 
pay a fair price for it. In the iron: trade 
the industry that is doing so much to en- 
rich the south, all the plants are taking 
on new life and the furnace fires in the 
Birmingham district light up that great 
industrial center, where many have been 
dark and idle for months. Each week the 
mill, the foundry, the furnace arg calling 
for their old hands, thus cheering many 
a sad heart with the prospect of continu- 
ous good wages. 

The rust of that old canker worm, inter- 
est, is being rubbed off by the wheel of 
progress. The mines are pouring out the 
rich gifts of providence in vast tonnage, 
taxing the capacity of transportation 
lines. Millions of feet of timber are now 
being shipped for use on the Panama ca- 
nal, millions 
satisfy an almost Hmitless demand. 

In construction aloge the Panama canal 
ig already making requisiton on southern 
coal, iron, cement, timber and other ar- 
ticles. What tonnage she will 
when that ditch is completed is beyond 
the ken of any mathematician. 

The labor question was most disturbing, 
but now there are signs of returning 
sanity in those misguided men, who yain- 
lv hoped to enforce high wages in dull 
times.

We were present when Mr. Heflin made 
his speech last Monday, and we have 
walked and talked with the people of

mission.” 

In reply to Chairman Brown, Colonel 
Garrard said this reviston of rates could 
not be made by bits. He declared it 
would be illegal. 

Secretary Donlan, of the Savannah 
chamber of commerce, here showed that 
{f circular 30! went into effect even for 
two or three days before Savannah was 
put on the same basis, it would result 
in Savannah losing a large amount of 
trade, because Atlanta could not only 
sell cheaper in Savannah's territory for 
the time being, but would go into the 
territory and make contracts for long 
periods, and would perhaps cause Sa- 
vannah firms to lose an entire season's 
business. 

Savannah’s Claims. 

Colonel Garrard then summed up the 
four points on which Savannah bases 
her case, 

First, he said, Savannah objects to 
circular 30! at all because it is not legal, 
equitable or just It prescribes rates 
from Atlanta to certain points and in the 
reverse directicn, but not between the 
other points interested. Then it discrim}- 
Mates. against Savannah. 

Second, the territory affected is not 
confined to the section covered by the 
points named, but a large territory out- 
side and also outside the state is like- 
wise affected. Under circular 301, for 
instance, Atlanta gets a cheaper rate to 
Troy, Ala., and there again comes into 
competition with Savannah which op- 
erates under the old rate. 

Third, it not only discriminates against 
Savannah, but it prevents manufactories 
from coming there. 

Fourth, it is not proper for the com- 
mission to start out on the theory that 
‘it can thus induce people in Georgia to 
buy Georgia goods. Any such effort wil] 
prove abortive. 

Colonel Garrard then “took up circular 
302 regarding the sirup rate for which 
Cairo is the basic point. The Atlantic 
Coast Line hauls sirup from Cairo to 
Savannah at |5 cents per 100 pounds, 
though the commission‘s standard rate 
is 22 cents. The commission had given 
Atlanta a rate of !7 cents because the 
cailroads had given such a rate to Bir- 
mingham, The commission, he held, had 
no right to fix a rate for Atlanta based 
on a rate to Birmingham, which is an 
interstate rate. If this rate to Atlanta 
had been fixed on a percentage basis, he 
said, it would have been about 18.3 cents 
to Atlanta. Yet Savannah, with a 50- 
mile shorter haul, and over only one 
road had a rate only .2 cents less per 100 
pounds than was given Atlanta in this 
circular. 

No Present Complaint. 

Colonel Garrard said he did not know 
that Savannah had any present complaint 
if tha, s dard tariff was allowed to 
remain 4s it is, and the railroad com- 
mission, he said, had reported to the 
governor that rates in Georgia now are 
just and as low or lower than those of 
any other state. 

Mr. Dinkins, of the Savannah Lumber 
Company, presented some figures to show 
what advantages the rates in circular 30!

Colonel Estill called attention to this 
fact, also, showing that the rates from 
Atlanta to Savannah are |!5 to 40 per 
cent lower than from Savannah to At- 
ler.ta. He regarded this as a discrim™ia- 
tion against Atlanta.
